Economy Club 

First Meeting

Professor. Herman Finer of the 
London School of Economics 
will address the Political Econ- 
omy Club at its first meeting of 
tlic year next Thursday evening 
at 8.15 p.m. in the Union Grill 
Room. Tho subject of his talk 
will bo "The Problem of Justice 
in Economics." 

Professor Finer Is at present 
working with the International 
Labor Office on the problem of re- 
construction with particular refer- 
ence to International Development 
Commissions for Backward Areas. 
For the past twenty years he has 
been Reader in Public Administra- 
tion at the University of London of 
which the London School of Econ- 
Dmlcs forms a part. Among the 
many books he has written are no- 
tably Mussolini's Italy and The 
Theory and Practice of Modern 
Goverpment. Within recent months 
he has completed a report on the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, a great 
public project In the U.S.A., which 
is soon to be published. During the 
past year Professor Finer' has been 
Visiting Professor at the University 
of Chicago.

Yesterday Was Anniversary 
Of Czech Independence 



Nov. 17 to^be^.Commemorated 
By M Universities 



Yesterday, October 2S, 1942, 
marked the twenty-fourth anniver- 
sary of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence of the CzechosIovakvRepub- 
lic. It was observed by-iûl'Czecho- 
slovaks, at home and abroad with 
a sad heart, but with a firm resolu- 
tion that this will be the last under 
the nazi murderers. It was .tbo 
fourth wartime Independence Day 
beneath the German heel. 

The whole world recalls with 
horror the events of the autumn of 
1939, which started with wide- 
spread demonstrations in Praha on 
October 28, and culminated with 
the bloody massacres of Czechoslo- 
vak students on November 17. 

At the dawn of November 17, 
German troops and the Gestapo 
surrounded the dormitories of the 



men and women students. The tta 
dents were ordered Into trucks In 
their night clothes and when they 
tried to defend themselves they 
were promptly shot The column of 
trucks then proceeded to the inunl 
clpal airport where the students 
were subjected to terrible degrada- 
tion. The men students were 
forced to look on while the women 
students were tortured by the 
soldiers. 

That day, more than a hundred 
students died. Those living at homo 
were arrested and sent to Join the 
others who were put .into German 
concentration camps. Since then 
more than a thousand of them have 
died. The buildings of the univcr 
«lUes were looted, laboratory

Bad Weather 
Hinders Workers 
In Southern Area 



A numbcc of student-harveS' 
ters of Toronto University have 
returned to tlieir homési' anti 
have brought with tliem many 
conflicting reports aboub the 
conditions in the west. 

Reports from atl ^MgMwIiliaye ^ 
come in,' to the ef(iKi''v»i''ri8rve!f 
ers have had to work for twelve 
or fifteen hours a day, from the 
freezing cold of the early morning 
to the blazing heat ot mid-day, that 
there were difficulties with the 
farmers in respect to the paynentt 
of the promised $4 a day, U»lftfia^ 
living facilities were rather uncom- 
fortable, and that the weather was 
constantly bad. 

Farmers Friendly. 

On the other hand, some of the 
men who returned to Toronto ' 
within the last few days stated, that 
though the fanners were very 
friendly, and even willing tojpiw 
the salaries. It was mainly thé baa 
weather, which prompted the SaS' 
katchewanians to advise the stu- 
dents to go back, or to move on to 
other areas. This applies mainly to 
south-western Saskatchewan, the 
returning men stated, ' and, Tom 
Nixon, president of the Victoria 
College Union of Toronto Univer- 
sity said, that the Saskatchewan au- 
thorities have co-operated fully, 
with the students regarding re-aUi: 
location. Permission, has. becn%' 
granted to thoso:>wIshing to returnl^^ 
home, Nixon went on to say, bût' 
only relatively few of the men have 
actually gone home up to now. 

On the other hand the govern'* 
ment ot Saskatchewan has not of- 
flelaUy lifted the original agree- 
ment to keep the men in the west 
until at least' October 30. One of 
the returned men said that the au- 
thorities were tmwilllng "to drain 
the west of labor as long as there 
was any chance to bring in the rest 
of the harvest" , 

Francis Allen, one of the McGill - 
men who returned over the last 
week-end, said that most of the har- 
vesters were sadly disillusioned as 
far as their plans for making mon- 
ey, during their work In the West 
was concerned, and that most ot 
them would probably,, Just^te^^aU^ 
to break even. Some'tiffttfefmiHSfy 
Allen said, were fired from thé 
iarms they had been alloted ' to ' 
after a few days already, and hav- 
ing been unable, owing to the wea- 
ther conditions, to find another Job 
on a farm, were now living in Re- 
glna or Saskatoon, at the YJ4.CA. . 
or the Salvation Army, either on ' 
the little money they were able to 
cam, or with the help of the'Sas-^' 
katchewan government 

However, Capt W. S. Ellis, %e 
Saskatoon representative of the^ 
Harvest Labour Committee stateidj^ 
that reports of complaints have 
been grossly exaggerated; "the 
whole scheme," he said, "should 
have been begun two weeks earlier, 
but now everything depends on tti'e « 
weather,'.' ; . . 

"On* the whole the student har- 
vesters are quite satisfied with the ■ 
conditions, and serious complaints 
have been received from a few 
places only,". Capt Ellis went on^toVÎ

Wo apologize for tho unfortunate edi- 
torial which appeared in yesterday's issue 
headed "Those DecorationsI" This editor- 
ial caused considerable ill-feeling, and its 
consequences are very much to be regretted. 

It is clearly not the duty of the Daily 
elitorial column to hand down doematic 
pronouncements on such highly controver- 
çiaifqûés^ions as aesthetics. That this was 
done is due to the zealous 'bul^misguidcd 
"endeavours of one of the younger members 
of the Daily staff. To represent the views 
expressed in the editorial as those to tho 
Managing Board of the Daily was gross 
presumption; and the fact tliat tho Manag- 
ing Board's opinions disagree markedlv 
with those of the writer of the editorial 
makes this point all the more forceful. 

A decorative themo is bound to meet 
with tho approval of some and the disap- 
proval of others. No one con arbitrarily 
say that a motif is lacking in good taste:' 
certainly our self-tyled critic should not. 
have called them, in a brazen affront to all 
tfie principles of lexicography, "unartistio". 

It would be very easy to defend the de- 
corations and uphold the decision of the 
Union House Committee to install them. A 
college grill-room calls for gay colours; 
these flags represent men's ideals; many 
down-town restaurants and department 
itorcs, who employ professional decorators, 
are using this motif— these facts are not 
without weight. 

"But that is not the duly of thé Daily's 
editorial column. In the first place the 
student body has little interest in the Man- 
aging Board's opinions of Union House 
Committee decisions and less in its opinions 
on aesthetics; and in the second place there 
are more important and more timely prob- 
lems to be placed before the serious attcn- 
tioikof the students.

Behind the War

War Finance. , .... 

ih history were to choose a phrase character- 
istic ot the present conflict, it would most prob- 
ably be "total warl" Total war implies the 
complete mobilization of the material and hu- 
man recOurces of the country. It implies their 
application directly or indirectly to tbe war ef- 
fort. Fundamentally the war effort requires a 
large part of the nation's labor pOWer, raw 
materials and capital equipment However, 
ours is a money economy. The distribution of 
these resources Is made largely in terms of cash 
payments in the form of wages, prices, profits, 
etc. As a result we must pay a great deal of at- 
tention to methods of paying for the war that is 
war finance. I am using the term war finance 
in its widest possible sense, i.e., means by which 
the greatest possible effort may be exerted, 
I am Including monetary, fiscal and auxlllaty 
measures such as rationing and price control 
We must keep several principles in mind 
when we plan our financial policy, which can 
be enumerated as follow: (a) obtaining op- 
timum output; (b) the prevention of inflation 
(which I shall discuss' in a later article); (c) 
seeing that the burden is dIsUrlbuted accord- 
ing to the principle of ability; (d) creating a 
sense of sacrifice among all the citizens; (e> 
the freezing resources needed for the war ef- 
fort 

When the government embarks on its arma- 
ment program it places orders )With.:inaavfac- 
turers. The latter'take oil mên'and'plàee'oïâers 
with the producers of raw materials who in turn 
take on more men. The wages paid these ad- 
ditional laborers swell the demand for , con- 
sumption goods. The manufacturers of these 
goods Increase their output by taking on more 
men and placing orders with the producers of 
raw materials. As long as there is idle equip- 
ment and as long as there are pools of un- 
employed labor there Is no conflict between 
the producers of munitions and the civilian 
goods manufacturers. However, as the govern- 
ment extends its program and men are drafted 
for the armed forces, grave difficulties arise. 

The government must now step in and set 
up a system of priorities and allocate men and 
materials. Growing shortages lit, civilian goods 
appear and inflationary tendencies set in. This, 
however, will be dealt with at a later date. 
When the war effort matures we find that to 
increase production of .the munitions of war, 
the state must step in and shut down civilian 
industries becauso of .the shortages in man- 
power and equipment Hie government, as it 
has done in England, organizes the "concentra- 
tion" plan by which a few firms undertake to 
supply the ordinary needs of the people, while 
the labor and equipment thus released are ap- 
plied to the war effort Of course this Implies 
an extensive use ot price control and ration- 
ing. 

Let us now turn to the more particular as- 
pect of war finance, the' monetary payments 
which must be made. There are three ways 
by which the government can finance the war: 
(a) taxation; (b) borrowing; (c) cutting down 
on^non-war spending (this yields very meager 
results and will net merit any further dis 
cusslon). 

Taxation is by far the best way to finance 
the war. Firstly, because taxation does not lead 
to inflation, secondly, because it leaves no bur- 
den on future generations and does not indl- 
recUy result In a maldistribution of income 
However, If the war was financed completely 
by taxation it would have an adverse psycholo 
glcal effect through its very weight 

What are the taxes to be used? Inunedlately, 
the income tax both personal and corporate 
forms springs to mind. The income tax is the 
fairest and best tax. which can be Imposed be 
cause It can be imposed in accordance with the 
prbiciple of ability to pay and because of its 
great yield. One must include the excess pro 
fits tax under the heading of the corporate 
Income tax, this tax Is computed In* various 
ways which we need not go Into. Income taxes 
can be both proportional and progressive, the 
latter brings iii the principle of ability, both 
forms are In use throughout the world. Sales 
taxes are used In, most countries, these taxes 
^vhlle apparently cubing down on consumption 
can and are used as arguments for higher wages 
being computed as part of the cost of living, 
furthermore and' much more important sales 
taxes , àré very regressive, bitting the lower In 
come groups much harder than the middle and 
upper groups. Included among these taxes are 
excise, luxury and general sales taxes. Other 
taxes used can be referred to ;mder the head- 
ing of property taxes. 

The other main method, used in financing 
the war Is borrowing. This form has a varied 
and contradictory nature. The great danger in 
borrowing is the impetus to inflation. If the 
loans are compulsory ones then they will not 
aid inflationary tendencies but 1( they.'are made 
through the purchase of bonds' or through bor- 
rowing from conuncrcial banks then the dan- 
ger Is very real and very acute. It is well 
known that bonds, can and are used as security 
for loans made by banks to individuals to cor- 
porations if so uaed they swell deposits through 
the creation of credit which in our economy is 
as Impôrtant if not more important than cur- 
teney. Again if the loan is made by the com- 
mercial banks to the government deposits are 
swelled Jjurough the^ creation .of credit and here 
/.Continued tm Pa«a llotugt; 
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This may be a minority opinion, 
but it seems to me that Andre 
Kostelanetz's album of '^ark 
Twain," the new musical^ortralt 
by Jerome Kern, Is a vast'waste'ot 
time and wax. Not that Kostelanetz 
doesn't play the work well — he 
does. But the music itself strikes 
me as being empty, with only one 
real melody on Its whole four aides. 

Jerome Kern, after all, is a com- 
poser of songs and dance music. It 
Is frankly a shame that he doesn't 
liave the technique necessary to in- 
vade weightier fields— for with his 
natural gilt for tunefulness, plus a 
more solid backing In the know- 
how, he tmdoubtedly would bo able 
to carry off what he tries here. 

Try as he may. Kern can't get 
away from the sound of an orches- 
tra coming to the various climaxes 
and pathos of the typical Broadway 
seore^f which he has done so 
many. As light program music, this 
Is admirable. As to its being much 
more, I gotta be shown. • 

The Bruch Violin Concerto In A 
minor which Columbia has also 
tossed off this month Is one of the 
best recording Jobs they have done 
In quite some time. Nathan Mil- 
stein's tone Is rich and opulent, and 
such is the recording, for once it 
actually sounds as though you were 
in the concert hall. Tho Philhar- 
monic Orchestra has climbed out 
of its ordinarily cloddish groove tc 
give Milstein excellent backing. 

The work itself is warm and mel< 
odtc, though frankly now and then 
It strikes me as being a little loose- 
Joined and wandering. But there's 
such fine fiddling here that any Im 
perfections In the score Itself can 
be forgotten. This is something to 
have! 

You and I may both cuss Stokow- 
ski with the greatest of ease, but 
there is still no question that he is 
a virtuoso with a string secUon, 
and given pieces where his occa- 
sional lapses of tasie don't count 
can make some'^ truly stunning or- 
chestral effects. Novacek's "Per- 
petual Motion" Is a perfect example 
of this. Recording with the All 
American Orchestra (Columbia), 
Stoky has tossed oft a platter that 
has bite and life in every measure. 
This may be a warhorse of sym' 
phonic programs, but dressed up 
like this, it's ready for any battle. 

Egon Petri has done the Chopin 
"Preludes" with grace and eclat in 
a Columbia album, though frankly 
a few of them go a long way with 
me. T%ere is no questioning CbO' 
pin's genius for piano music. On 
the other hand, there is a sickly, 
lingering quality about his music 
that after a time literally haunts 
me.
